In fact, take fore 
loBure cases out of the superior court o 
Fresno county at the present time, am 
.here will he little business remaimn 
.'he criminal uaeea are few. 


Since the San Joaqniu valley railroi 


iaa begun, to nssuino tho air of cur 
aintv, the number of foreclosure suit 
i:ia increased from day to day. Thi 
may only ho by chance, and the rati 
nay not hold out; hut it \s rather inor 
,han possible that tl.e holders of th 
mortgages believe that belter times ar 
at hand, and t hut if they do not fore 
close'soon the mortgagors may ha able t 
tell the lands anil pay int. 


This view of the matter may not he 


in accordance with tho facts, but it 
looks very much that way. There are 
nstancea in this county where foreclos- 
ure suits have been commenced against 
land within five daya after the interest 
became due and was not paid. 


At the present rate much of-the real 


estate ol the county will soon have 
changed hands, and the moat of it is go- 
ing into the han da of a few men. Five 
or sir judgments in foreclosure have 
been given a single party in one day. 
It

possession a wide area of land at that 
rate. Perhaps two mortgages out oE three 
are held by San Francisco parlies; or, if 
they appear in the name of some one of 
this county, the mortgage still, most 
probably, belongs to outsiders. 


It is sincerely hoped that the valley

Tho people here have had a hard 
deal. Low prices for everything, and a 
poor market and had pay, combined 
with othtir ttiinjrs, have placed manv of 
the people at a d'sadvuuti^e from which 
they cannot extricate themselves..
